Six Meter Repeater 
WASDJJ 

Things move fast when you finally get all the pieces working. The tempo- 
rary antenna was installed on the east antenna tower and connected up to the 
new 6M Filter and then connected to the New 6M repeater. It transmits on 
53.750 MHz and receives on 52.750MHz with a CTCSS tone of 141.8Hz. So set 
your radios accordingly. If you have one of the Motorola Mobiles use Channel 
69 and it is all preset for you on that channel. 

A lot of work went into the repeater. Kf5khl, Furman, took one of the 
Motorola vhf transceivers and reworked it and added a few things. Notice at the 
top of the repeater itself (on the left) the nicely constructed interconnection 
board. The power supply is at the bottom and the control panel is in the center. 

The filters are on the right. It is the product of a number of club members 
and is better than any that you can buy.
